1.  Building Committee 

 

a.  Discussion of the North Haven Middle School Building Project 

 

Mrs. Anderson opened this meeting introducing Mr. Fritz Morris from Perkins Eastman, Graham Curtis from DCT 

Diversified Technical Communications and l Dave Mikos, from the North Haven Middle School Building 

Committee.  Mr. Morris and Mr. Curtis made a presentation showing the Board and the public the plans for the 

new North Haven Middle School, including the layout of the interior of the school and the exterior as well.  Mr. 

Mikos made a presentation regarding the North Haven Middle School Building Committee proposed changes 

in the fields. 

 

The Board of Education discussed some of the changes in the Education Specifications and asked the 

architects some questions to better understand these changes and the reasons for them.  Many of these 

adjustments were small changes in some of the areas in the renovations of the new North Haven Middle 

School.  Some of the changes were in square footages in some prep areas, storage areas, PE, fitness areas, 

gymnasium areas, special education classrooms, cafeteria storage area, as well as under maintenance and 

operations space for example office/shop areas, storage areas, etc.  

 

The Board of Education further discussed the field changes in the Education Specifications. Mr. Curtis and Mr. 

Morris answered some questions the Board members had.  Some of the questions were regarding the 

maintenance of turf vs. grass, and what our current costs in the maintenance of our fields, the life span of the 

turf, etc.  The additions proposed changes of the fields are:  3 turf fields (2 full size soccer fields and 1 Southside 

field), seating for 1000, lighting, and resurfacing of the track. 

 

Mrs. Cecarelli suggested with regards to the South Field, perhaps not laying turf on that field, but rather fix the 

irrigation issues, put lighting in and making it playable, which will save approximately one million dollars.  She 

feels that if this field is turfed, then it should also be fenced in to prevent it from damage.
